Development of New 
Scarlet Fever Anti-Toxin 
Should Soon Remove 


Disease’s Danger 


OX of the most important 
i points in the treatment of 
scarlet fever is its early recogni- 
tion. If scarlet fever is not recog- 
nized within two or three days 
after its on- 
set all symp- 
toms may 
disappear 
and no fur- 
ther siens be 
evident fer a 
week or ten 
days. Then 
sealing com- 
mences or 
some of the 
serious Ccom- 
wi Dlications 
S have already 
set in and 
serious dam- 
age results 

It is net an uncommon occur- 
renee to be called to see a cintd 
in convulsions from a sericus 
kidney infection and disccver 
some scaling around the finger 
nails. There is a history of his 
havine been slightly sick with a 
sore throat two weeks before to 
which no attention was paid. The 
mother is kelly to explain that 
the child ofe something that 
didn't agree with it, had threwn 
up its food and there appeared 
a slight stomach rash. 

The diagnosis of a stomach or 
scarlet rash usually means a 
scarlet fever rash. The first and 
mest important step in the treat- 
ment is absolute rest in bed ull 
the fever has disappeared and 
ali soreness and discharge from 
the throat «nd nose have clecred 
up. It is very difficult to keep on 
apparently well child in bed. but 
it is the only way to prevent the 
complications of acute Bright's 
disease, acute articular rheuma- 
tism, sinus infections. infections 
of the middle ear, and heart dis- 
eases.

LSO, it is the only way to 

obtain complete isolaticn 
and prevent its spread to other 
children. In my own locality we 
oye having a wide-spread epi- 
demic of moid scarlet fever. I 
asked a children specialist yes- 


terday how he was treating 
them. 
He said, “I keep them in bed, 


and am compciled to make fre- 
quent calls to see that my orders 
are carried out. Jf I find the 
child is net kept in bed I dismiss 
the case, becaure bed rest is the 
only way to prevent complica- 


The treatment of the disease 
includes keeping the bowels well 
open, a light diet with plenty of 
fruit juices and water in abun- 
dance, aikaline eargles for the 
thioat and soothing douches for 
the nose with general care of the 
prominent symptoms. This has 
always been about all we could 
do. Use warm soda sponges for 
the itching, daily warm baths. 
particularly when scaling is se- 
vere, with an oil rub to prevent 
picking at the scales. 

In the last ten years since the 
discovery of the specific germ 
that causes the disease, great 
progress has been made in the 
prevention and treatment of 
scarlet fever. It has always been 
known that many children would 
not catch scarlet fever when ex- 
posed, but we did not know 
which ones were susceptible. Now 
a scarlet fever toxin called the 
Dick test has been produced of 
which a very small amount in- 
jected under the outer skin will 


show whether the child can 
catch the fever. 
” * * 
HEN an injection 1s made 


into the skin, if the patient 


is immune to scarlet fever no 
reaction will cccur. If not im- 
mune, within twenty-fcur to 


forty-eight hours a red spot will 
appear at the site of the injec- 
tion. If they are susceptible. in- 
jections of scarlet fever anti- 
toxin will prevent the occurrence 
of the fever and the Dick test 
will become negative. . 

The protection has now been 
proven to prevent for a period of 
seven or eight years and prob- 
ably for much longer. If there is 
any doubt of the immunity; 
arother application of the Dick 
test will prove it pro or con. 
After much effort and extensive 
experimentation, an anti-toxin 
has b.en proiuced with which to 
trcsat an attack of scarlet fever. 

After known exposure, if an 
injection of anti-toxin is given, 
it will in ell probability prevent 
its development. If it does not 
Prevent it, the disease will be 
very mild. If used early, it not 
culy shortens the course of the 
diseas?, but is a great help in 
preventing complications. It is 
very wise to use the anti-toxin 
even in the mildest cases, so as 
to forestall the serious 
effects of scarlet fever. The de- 
velopment of the Dick test and 
the use ct anti-texin for pre- 
vention and cure should soon re- 
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move the daszer ¢f scarlet fever.

The neck is another vulnerable 
spot where wrinkles are con- 
cerned. Extra care here begins 
with your cleansing. Apply 
cleansing cream liberally brim 
low on your chest, upward over 
the base of your throat, jawline 

and face. Remove the _ soiled 
cream end wash your face with 
as much care as you do your 
face. 

Apply softening cream liber- 
ally or use a special cream if you 
are using it on your face. If you 
use the softening cream, massage 
thoroughly or use one of the lit- 
tle patlers that you can buy ata 
five-and-ten-cent store. When 
your skin is glowing, wipe away 
most of the surplus cream and 
pat the neck with skin tonic or 
astringent. 

Always be careful not to pull 
or stretch the skin on your 
throat when using these prepa- 
rations. Always lift and work up- 
wards in your massage and pat- 
ting movements. Muscle oil is 
grand for sagging, wrinkled 
throatlines, since it is softening 
and yet mildly astringent. 

Remember that all of the cor- 
rective work for lazy, dull skins 
and wrinkles cannot come from 
the outside. You may need a bet- 
ter balanced dict or more exer- 
cise or rest. Often, toe there 
may be matters that should be 
looked after by your family doc- 
tor. It takes will-power, too, to 
change your facial expression. to 
go through corrective treatments 
and to follow the diet or exercise 
routine prescribed for you.

Mrs THOMAS WHIFFEN, 
grand old lady of the stage. 
has now reached the ripe, but 
not c!d, age of ninety. She cele- 
brated the birthday recently on 
her farm near Roanoke, Va.. 
with her daughter Peggy and her 
son Tom. Well-wishers all over 
the country celebrated it with 
her in spirit. Mrs. Whiffen, until 
@ couple of years ago, seemed 
likely to remain active on the 
stage forever, but she finally re- 
tired—partially. She still makes 
radio broadcasts and occasional 
footlight appearances.

Caring for Roses 


Bush roses may be pruned once 
a year. Hybrid Teas, and Hybrid 
Perpetuals especially, should be 
pruned at least once a year. if 
you are growing them for garden 
decoration, remove half of the 
previous year’@growth. For larg- 
er and finer bfpoms, remove two- 
thirds of lastyear’s growth. The 
older growth will be hard and 
woody, while last year’s wood 
will be tender and more colorful. 
To prune rambler roses, cut at 
the base the canes that have 
flowered, leaving the new wood 
for future bloom. However, un- 
less they are taking up too much 
space. climbers need little, if any. 
pruning. 

The insects that trouble roses 
are not difficult to control if they 
are not allowed to get a start. 
Nicotine sprays are the remedy 
for sucking insects such as aphis. 
Arsenic sprays will take care of 
the chewing insects such as 
worms and beetles.
